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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicants assert that Cheong does not disclose 
"setting a predermined data value in a first portion of a preselected first queue entry in a queue operable for storing a plurality of 
instructions for issuing to an execution unit" as recited in claim 14. Examiner respectfully disagrees. Cheong explicitly discloses a PEQ 
has a plurality of entries, each entry is associated with an instruction for issuing to an execution unit (Fig. 3; col. 8, lines 2-6. "reservation 
station that stores instructions dispatched to that execution until operands or execution resources become available"; col. 10, lines 48-65. 
"tracking the source data, i.e., tracking depedency"). The PEQ is equivalent to the instruction queue of present application that (page 5, 
lines 5-21, "an instruction queue operable for issuing at least one instruction to an execution"). The PEQ of Cheong explictly discloses 
setting a predetermined data value (col. 11, lines 4-9, "dispatch unit passes instruction data into an entry in the PEQ. ..The TID 118 
contains the TID which was assigned to the dispatched instruction") in a first portion of a preselected first queue entry in a queue 
operable for storing a plurality of instructions for issuing to an execution unit (Fig. 3; col. 10, line 48 - col. 11, line 45, "PEQ table 
comprises a plurality of entries... each entries contains nine fields...'*). Therefore, the PEQ has the same function as the Instruction queue 
of the present application. 
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
